NEW ENGLAND STILL OF SYMPATHY 
FOR CHINA, BUT RE AS TO CALI- 
FPORNIA’S WELFARE,

Hoar’s remarks with some severity, as not 
being warranted by the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence or the Constitution. When Mr. 
Hoar and Mr. Edmunds had concluded their 
verbal tilt, 
INGALLS, OF KANSAS, 
took the floor to call to account a Senator 
from Massachusetts, who, with -character- 
istic courage,” had taken advantage of his 
absence the previous day to assall him. “I 
refer,” said he, “to the successur of Daniel 
Webster, and not to the successor of 
Chartes Sumner.” After he had stated his 
grievance Mr. Dawes said that, returning 
from a temporary absence from the Senate 
Chamber, he did not know what the Senator 
from Kansas had said, and he cared as little 
as he knew. Teiler, of Colorado, then paid 
his respects to Mr. Dawes, and made an old- 
fashioned Bourbon speech, in which he laid 
down the law that the races of men are not 
equal in mental development.

VOTING ON AMENDMENTS 
was reached. The one reducing the time of 
the bill from twenty to ten years was lost by 
a tie vote. An amendment offered by Mr. 
Hear that the bill should not apply to skill- 
ful laborers not under contract who wished 
to come here was lost by a vote of 17 yeas 
against 27 nays, Gen. Mahone voting aye. 
A number of other amendments were of- 
fered, and when one was reached prohibiting 
the naturalization of the Chinese, Senator 
Hawley expressed a wish to speak on it, 
the Senate adjourued. 

THE PROCEEDINGS AT SOME LENGTH.

Wasmxdrox. D. C., March 8—Mr. Gar- 
land introduced a bill for the construetion, 
completion, repairing, and preservation of 
the levees on the Mississippi River. Tem- 
porarily tabled, subjectto call, It empowers

LIQUOR. 
The bill for the appointment of a commis- 
sion on the alcoholie liquor traffic came up, 
and Bayard’s motion to commit it to the Fi- 
nance Committee was rejected—yeas, 19; 
nays, 26.. The vote was a party one, with 
the exception of Cameron, of Wisconsin, 
who voted “aye” with the Democrats, and 
George and Davis, of Lllinois, who voted 
“no ” with the Republicans. The bill was 
then read, and, pending a motion by Mr. Da- 
vis, of West Virginia, to amend so as to pre- 
vent the commission from being exclusively 
partisan, the morning hour expired, and the 
bill was laid aside. 
THE CHINESE BILL 

was then proceeded with, and Mr. Platt 
spoke in opposition. The measure was ob- 
jectionable to him as race legislation, and as 
striking at the natural right of men to labor. 
He did not claim the Mongolian is the social 
or political equal of the Anglo-Saxon, but 
he did contend that, other conditions being 
equal, he had the same right to come to this 
country and labor that any other foreigner 
had.

Hoar argued that the great republics of an- 
cient times did not have a homogeneious 
population, and that,in our own day, that 
was true of the Swiss Republic, in whose 
Governmental Assembly a speech in French 
would be replied to by one in German.

[ Laughter. ] 

Mr. Hoar replied that he thought there 
was a considerable want of homogeneity be- 
tween the Senator and himself, and argued 
that, under the bill, if the Chinese youths 
now being educated here should ennobie 
their condition by becoming laborers they 
would have to leave the country. He 
thought it unworthy of the Sevator to class 
those who opposed this legislation upon a 
par with free-lovers and people not subject

MR. ED

HE CHALLENGED MR. HOAR 
to produce an authority on national law 
which denied the right of one nation to de- 
clare what people of other nations should 
come among them. John Hancock and 
Samuel Adams, noteworthy citizens of Mas- 
sachusetts, joined in asserting, in the Decla- 
ration of Independence, the right of the colo- 
nies to establish for themselves (not for other 
peoples) a Government of their own, not a 
Government of somebody else. The Decla- 
ration asserted the family or consolidated 
right of a people within any territory to 
determine the conditions upon which 
they would go on, and this included 
the matter of receiving people from 
other shores into their family. This idea 
was followed in the Constitution by requir- 
ing naturalization. The Chinaman may be 
with us, but-he is not of us. One of the con- 
ditions of his naturalization is that he must 
be friendly to the institutions and intrinsic 
polity of our Government. Upon the theory 
of the Massachusetts Senators, that there is 
a universal oneness of one human being with 
every other human being upon the globe, 
this traditional and fundamental rule was 
entirely ignored. Such a theory applied to 
government was contrary to all human ex- 
perience, to all discussion, and to every step 
of the founders of our Government. He 
said 

SUMNER, THE PREDECESSOR OF HOAR, 
was the author of the law on the coolle traf- 
fic which imposes fines and penalties more 
severe than those in this bill upon any master 
of an American vessel carrying a Chinaman 
who is a servant. The present bill followed 
that legislation. Mr. Edmunds added that 
he would vote against the bill if the twenty- 
year clause was retained, bat would main- 
tain the soundness of the principle he had 
enunciated. 

Mr. Hoar argued, in reply, that the right 
of expatriation carried with it the right to a 
home for the citizen in the country to which 
he comes, and the bill violated not only this 
but the principles of the Fourteenth and Fit- 
teenth Amendments, which made,citizenship 
a birthrightof every one born on our soil, 
and prohibited abridament of suffrage be- 
cause of race, color, etc. 

MK. INGALLS

THE COMMITTER ON PACIFIC RAILROADS. 

Representative Robinson, of Ohio, Chair- 
man of the sub-comuiittee of the Committee 
on Pacific Railroads, to which was referred 
a bill, introduced by Representative Van 
Voorhis, of New York, authorizing the con- 
solidation of railread companies in the Ter- 
ritories of the United States, reported it back 
to the full committee today with two amend- 
ments. The more linportant of these amend- 
ments changed the phraseology of the bill 
so as to provide that it should not authorize 
the consolidation of parallel or competsng 
lines. There was some discussion of the bill 
in eommittee, and it was finally recommitted 
with instructions to the suv-committee to add 
to it a section providing that a two-thirds 
vote of the stockholders of a company shall 
be necessary to authurize a consolidation. 
The origina! bill seems to have been designed 
to prevent competition In the Territories. 
THE GLUCOSE MEN GIVING THE WAYS AND 

MEANS TAFFY. 

A delegation of glucose manufacturers 
made an argument this morning before the 
Ways and Means Committee in opposition to 
the bill to impose a tax upon that article, 
The following isasummary of that Aargu- 
ment: Gen, Warwick, in behalf of the Gien- 


of New York, exhibited samples of grape 
sugar, glucose, and corn sirups, and gave 
the <onstituent elements of glucose. He 
claimed that giueose isa healthy food. and 
said that honey contains 78 per cent of glu- 
Gose, grapes 15 per ent. pears 8 per cent, 
apples 7% percent, and the cry that elu- 
cose is poisonous arises from trnorance. 
He asked Cungress to refer this question to 
a committee of the best chemists, L. Nichol, 

of the Buffalo Grape Sugar Company, 
argued that the bill has two points in view— 

one to raise a revenue from giucose, and one 
to prohibit its entire production. It is ad- 
initted, he said, that the revenues of the 
country now are too large, and Congress is 
at work to reduce taxation. ‘Therefore, this 
bill was not introduced for the purpose of an 
increase of revenue, nor would this bill, if 
passed, bring as much as one dime 
into the Treasury, for any tax on 
glucose would be prohibitory, because com- 
petition is #0 close and prices are so low that 
all the factories would be closed, If giu- 
cose is injurious and detrimental to health, 
why not, he argucd, pass a law to prolilbit 
its manufacture and sale? He claimed to 
de able to prove, by the best medical and 
chemical authority, 

THAT GLUCOSE IS HEALTHFUL. 

P. B. Valllier, of Chicago, rep@eenting 
the Kings Connty Refinery, of Freeport, III., 
gave a general history of the business, its 
growth from 100 bushels of corn daily 
to the present use of 6,000 bushels 
pef day. The annual production 
in 1881 was 600,00 000 pounds. There is at 
present invested abont $20,090,000 in this in- 
dustry, which constmes vast quantities of 
coal and gives employment to thousands of 
people, Referring to Commissioner Raum's 
letter, he denied that glucose is injurious, or 
is used as an adulteration of food. He 
claimed that the acids used in the manufact- 
ure ot glucose are extracted and that glu- 
cose is a far more healthful product than the 
cane sugars, He gave as authority for his 
statements Prof. Chandler of New York, 
Prof. Haines of Chicago, and Prof. K. 8. 
Wayue of Ciacinnati. 

GEN. RAUM, COMMISSIONER OF INTERNAL 
REVENUE, 
said he recommended the bil! to tax glucose, 
believing he was doing the people a service. 
He had considered glucose detrimental to 
the public health. He had thought it well 
that the Department of Agrieuſture should 
investigate the subject, and he would fur- 
nish that department samples made at Chi- 
cago and Peoria. , 
A. Woolner, representing the Peoria Grape- 
Sugar Company, proposed to Gen. Raum to 
direct the Collector at Peoria to inspect that 
factory. Mr, Woolner denied that the passage 
of the bill would prevent te production of 
glucose. He maintained wat the experience of 
the Government in the matter of excessive 
taxation of distilled spirits had shown that 
such distillation could not be prevented. If 
the bill now before the committee should be- 
come a law, it would have the effect to close 
large manufacturies, and, indeed, to stop en- 
tirely the lawfal production of glucose, but 
every candymaker, fruit-presérver, retail 
grocer, druggist, and patent-inedidéine dealer 
(for they all glucose) will provide him- 
self with a kettle and other inexpensive ap- 
paratus and manufacture bis own glucose 
on his own premises. 1 
GLUCOSE THUS MADE, 
by this imperfect gmanuer, fy small quanti- 
ties, by persons unskilied in the art, will be 
very imperfect, It willbe much more diffi- 
cult to detect the presence of glucose in any 
article than it is an alcoholic substence, It 
they do not intend tu do this, all prohibitory 
legisiation will be of no avail.

The laws relating te Utah, enacted 
fof this purpose, Are passed by both Houses 
| and approved by the President. They can- 
not be repealed: by a lesser authoriiy than 
that which enacted them. Such, in brief, is 
the argument of Judge Ranney. We are not 
commending it—we are merely stating it. 
Some of the best Repnblican lawyers ip the 
House subscribe to it, but the foundation to 
it would be gone if the House should now 
pass the Edmunds bill. Cunnon's status be- 
fore Congress would be entirely changed. 
Judge ‘Ranney himself would then vote to 
éxcliide Cannoli. The latter would have no 
case left. The anxiety of the Kepublicans to 
get at the Edmunds bill is partly due to this 
‘fact. The Edmands bill, if it became a law, 
would relieve the House of a good deal of 
embarrassment with regard to Cannon, and 
save much time which would otherwise be 
pouriy spent. The general belief among 
members now ts that the Edmunds bill will 
pass without Material amendment, and that 
it win not be debated at great length. 

THE QUESI.ON OF DIFFERENTIAL RAIL- 

BOAD BARA. 

The Advisory Commission. or “High 
Joints” appointed by the trunk-iine rail- 
‘roads, consisting of Messrs. Thurman, 
Cooley, and Washburne, is now in sesslon 
in New York Citys and, so far as their in- 
vestigation has proceeded, the representa- 
tives of New York interests have made out a 
strong case against the allowance of a differ- 
ence in rates in fayor of Philadelphia and 
Baltimore The New York Produce Ex- 
change, which handles more than 60 per 
cent of all the products of. the Northern 
States which are sutpped abroad, and the 
New Ton Board of Trade and Trans porta- 
tion, which represents more than 800 of the 
leading business firms in that city, have 
made showings of the merits of the contro- 
versy which can hardly fail to leave a strong 
impression upon the commission, Ik 
is true that Messra. Thurman, Cooley, 
and Washburne have not the authority 
to settle this question, and that the 
railroads are not bound to accept 
the conclusions which they may reach, but 
their investigation will contribute valuable 
information about the matter in dispute, and 
their counsel, based upon the facts they are 
drawing Out, will exert a powerfu! influence 
over publie opinion, te which the railroads 
of this country must yield sooner or later. 

The policy of -differential rates was agreed 
to by the railru&ds soon after the close of the 
War. At first a concession of $2 a ton in the 
transportation charge from the West to the 
seaboard was made in favor of Philadelphia 
and Baltimore. This advantage was claimed 
by those cities mainiy on two grounds: 
(1) It was admitted that the ocean freights 
from Philadelphia and Baltimore were high- 
er than those from New Tork; and (2) Phil- 
adelphia and Baltimore had been more enter- 
prising than New York in providing cheaper 


| apd more adequate facilities for hand iing the 


produce shipped for export. 80 long as 
these relative conditions prevailed there was 
some justice in the claim that Philadelphia 
and Baltimore were entitled to & preference 
in rates. But the conaitions were changed 
long since. The ocean steamers now take 
freight from Ptiladeiphia and Baltimore as 
low as from New York, and the terminal 
facilities of the last-named city are now rep- 
resented not only as fully equal to the in- 
terests of shippers, but also, as a rule, 
cheaper than. the terminal facilities at the 
competing points. If all this be true—and 
the accuracy of the statement can be easily 
demonstrated—then what was a good reason 
in 1866 for making a rate from the West to 
Philadelphia or Baltimore $2 per ton cheaper 
than to New York is now equally good for 
making the rates at least the same. 

There is no doubt but the preference given 
to the more southerly seaports resulted in a 
tremendous damage to the trade of New York. 
In 1870, when the former citiesenjoyed a rate 
$1 less per ton, New York handled 40,000,000 
bushels of grain, or nearly 50 per cent 
of the total shipments, while Philadelphia 
had only 183% per cent and Baltimore only 
1634 per cent of the whole. In 1876, after this 
difference had been in operation six years, 
New York’s percentage was reduced to about 
38 per cent, while that of Philadeiplria in- 
creased to 2354 per ceut and that of Balti- 
more to B per cent. If this division in the 
trade had been brought about by natural 
advantages or by a differenve in enterprise 
and facilities, the country at large could not 
be reasonably Importuned to interfere: but 
if it was due, as seems to be the case, entire- 
ly to ah arbitrary difference of railroad 
rates in favor of two of these cities 
against the third, then it is in the in- 
terest of the Western shippers and producers 
as well as the New York merchants that the 
railroad rates to the seaboard at New York 
Shall be as cheap as those to the seaboard at 
Philadelphia and Baltimore, in order that 
the producers and shippers may enjoy the 
advantages of an equal competition between 
‘the various cities. The next reduction in 
differences was to 40 cents pér ton, which 
was maintained until the railroad war of 
1851 wiped it out. Asa result of the nat- 
urai competition between the railroads thus 
restored by the absence of an agreed basis of 


less than a year nearly its former prestige; 
the receipts of grain by rail in 1881 were 47 
per cent in New York, 14 per cent in Phila- 
delphia, 21 per cent in Baltimore, and 17% 
per cent in Beston. 

The representatives of New York inter- 
ests who appeared before the Advisory Com- 
mission insisted with reason that the rates 
made by the various seaboard lines can only 
be equitably determined by estimating the 
relative cost of the service, and they were ail 
confident that full investigation will demon- 
strate that the New York Central cat haul a 
luaded car from Chicago to New York at as 
low a cost to itself as the Baltimore & Unio 
can haul the same car between Chicago and 
Baltimore or the Pennsylvania Company can 
haul it between Chicago and Philadelphia. 
This is a matter which the Advisory Board

In this conneesion it s well to noties.. that 
the House Committee of Naval Affaire tga 
very remarkable body. N was made ap by 
Keifer at the dictation af Robeson; it has 
eleven members; all but one of thein are from 
seaboard States; the solitary exception is 
‘Thomas, of IIlinols. Twomembers of this 
committee are from New Jersey, two from 
Pennsylvania, two from Massachusetts, one 
from Maryland, one from New York; eight 
of the eleven members, therefore, are from 
New England and the Middle States, and ten 
are from States bordering on the Atlantic 
Ocean. Is not the hand of Robeson clearly 
in the composinon of this committee? He is 
the second member of it, but for very shame 
did not join in the expedition te inspect his 
own works. The Senate Naval Commiitee is 
made up upon the same principle, there not 
being a member of it from any interior 
State. But when did the whole people ease 
to have an interest in a scheme fur building 
u havy, or who decreed that the taxing power 
should not be represented in those commit- 
tees as well as the spending power? 

As to the particular plans that have been 
before the House Committee with reference 
to naval constroction, it is sufficient to say 
that none of them is comprehensive and 
adequate. The committee is more disposed 
to regard the necessities of particular eun- 
tractors and to look upon the building of 
ships as matters of favuritiam than to ap- 
proach the subject in a proper public spirit. 
The four monitors which are at Roach’s, 
Cramp's, League Island, and one other ship- 
yard might be got ready for launching, it ia 
said, at an expense of less than $300,000, 
After being launched, they could be kept in 
fresh water for an indefinit period. If the 
estimates of naval contractors can be trusted, 
this may be true; but the House Commitice 
was not required to go upto Philadelphia to 
see about it. Experts alone are competent 
to pass upon the question whether the 
monitors would be good fur anything after 
they are launched. The committee went 
on this trip, and permitted the contractors to 
yay for it, not because they expected to get 
or give much information about the needs of 
the navy, but because they were prevaiied on 
out of personal cunsidera.tons. So it goes in 
every department of the work. The ques- 
tion who shall get the contract is regarded 
as of more consequence than what the con- 
tract shall be. 

The committee and the House have very 
crude notions of the state of advancewent of 
naval architecture in other countries. They 
arg not yet fully decided that iron-plating is 
obsolete and has given way to steel-plating. 
nor do they seem to know that fourteen knots 
have ceused to be an extraordinary rate of 
speed for a war vessel to attain. They are 
more in need of instruction frum a compe- 
tent naval engineer than from a curps of 
lobbyists and subsidy-hunters such as John 
Roach and his friends. But they seem to 
prefer the counsel of che latter, and this is 
precisely what the Representatives of the 
Northwest ought to object to.

A synopsis of the new bill providing fora 
uniform system of bankruptcy reported by 
the Senate Committee on we Judiciary has 
already appeared in ourcolumns Therevtight 
to be a permanent law of bankruptcy in this 


acts by fits and starts, which seem to have 
been adopted as a sort of general amnesty 
under which, after periods of twenty-tive or 
forty years, aN persons in debt are author- 
ized, within a certain number of days, to file 
their applications and obtain a general re- 
lease. Following this proceeding the aw is 
repealed. ‘There has not been a bankrupt 
law in operation now for several years. 
though there is what is called an “insolvent 
law” in Toree in every State, and the opera- 
tions of which are circumscribed by the lim- 
ited jurisdiction of the States; What is 
wanted isa National law of uniform chafac- 
ter, that can be operated promptly, cheaply, 
and authoritatively at the instance and in the 
interest of both creditors and debotors. Such 
a law is essentially necessary in all commier- 
clal countries. It ought to be a permanent 
institution in the United States. Wherever 
the credit syst#m prevuils there is need of a 
tribunal to take possession of each failing 
debtor’s estate, and promptly and with the 
least possiole cost distribute the assets 
among the various creditors, thus enabling 
the debtor to engage again in business with- 
outany delay and the creditor to recover 
whatever of the estate may justly fall Yo his 
share. 

The misfortune of all the bankrupt laws 
we have had in this country hitherto has 
been one too commen in var system of gov- 
ernment. The intticution of a bankrupt 
court has been regarded too much as a f- 
ting caso for an increase of official patronage, 
whereby offices invested with large fees 
and wxtraordiuary profits are created. The 
lawyers’ fees, court costs, and general ex- 
penses under the last bankrupt law were so 
euormous that they became a public scandal. 
They were only limited by the exhaustion of

Why should the obst of 
uch a settlement consume one-third, one-

The great defects in the last law were the 
expensiveness of the proceedings, the loug 
delays, the interminable and costly furmali- 
ties, and the enormous consumption of the 
estate by iawyers’ fees and recvivers’ 
charges. 

How far this new law avoids these errors 
we hardly know. It appears to have pro- 
vided for more summary proceedings by/de- 
elartus the pétitioner a bankrupt, appointing 
a receiver, and providing for u distribution of 
‘the assets. The law also contains a provision 
whereby the bankrupt and his creditors may 
amicably settle their respective claims and 
obtain a judicial sano don thereto. The pro- 
ceedings in court, however, instead of being 
suminary and tinal, are lef; open to the whole 
| range of appeals from the action of the 
Master in Chancery upthrough all che courts 
to the Supreme Court of the United States. 
In stich proceedings these appeals might 
well be arrested at the judgment of the Cir- 
eult Court. 

The bill turther provides that the Supreme 
Court of the United States shall, in addision. 
to establishing rules and regulations in bank 
ruptey, also establish a table of fees and 
costa in bankruptey. The defect in this law 
ris, that it recognizes every application for 
bankruptcy as a controversy hot to be 
determined by the District Court sum- 
murlly and as an act of arbitration and final 
deres, but as a suit to be prosecuted with, 
all the detail of plead.ng and interpleading, 
references and reports, orders and in- 
‘terlocutory orders, motions, costs, de- 
lays, and appeals of every nature and kind, 
| rendering a suit in bankruptcy as rich a mine 
for the legal profession and for the officers of 
the bankrupt court as any other character 
‘of judicial proceedings. There is ohe thing 
wulch the law should imoeratively provide, 
| and that is, that che fees of the vilicersof court 
should not in any Case 6xceed a fixed sum, 
and that ho allowance shall be paid out of 
the bankrupt estate for counsel fees. If lit- 
igants desire to procrastinate and delay ac- 
tion let them do so at their own cust, and not 
-at the cost of the estate. This bankrupt law 
reported by the Senate Com nittee is not, as 
it now stands, so mach a law providing for 
the equitable and prompt distribatlon of 
bankru pt estates among the ereditors as it is 
a law to set apart the estates of all bankrupts 
asafund to pay counsel, attorneys, and the 
officers of bankrupt courts the expenses of 
such litigation as may arise therein. No es 
tate should be subjected to any expense 
whatever for the employment of counsel. If 
| litigants wish to prosecute appeals beyond 
the decisions of the bankrupt court let them 
do Bo at thelrown cost, and not at the cost of 
the estate. The mere opening up of anew 
branch of law business for the profession 
should net be the aim or purpose of a bank-

OLD-TIME BLECTIIONS IN ENGLAND. 

We talk about lively elections in this coun- 
try and lu this age, but they seem tame when 
compared with one that occurred in West- 
minster, England, a century ago. In com- 
paring it with some recent English elections 
the Pall Mali Guzctte draws a very graphic 
picture of the former, some of the scenes of 
which will convinee the reader that we have 
in this country very little idea of the real 
materials that go to make up what may be 
called a lively election, 

In 1784°the King made Pitt Prime Minister 
in the face of a hostile majority in the Com- 
mons, dissolved Parilament, and then used 
the whole strength of the Court to prevent 
the return of Fox fer his old Westminster 
constituency. The election began on April 
l and Parliament was to meet May 18. For 
the first week Fox was at the head of the 
poll, but by the 12th he was at the bottom. 
The stores and the dead walls were covered 
with placards, satires, and caricatures, some 
of them of the coarsest description, Over 
$40,000 were spent out of the secret-service 
+ fund against him. Missiles and weapons of 
all sorts were used, and upon one oceasion 
dead cats were hurled at Fox when he was 
speaking. Riocting took place daily, The 
Guzette says:

Mounted on a triumphal car, accom- 
panied by an iumense crowd on foot and a

him. In the first piace, tt has recently given 
the right of suffrage to all male zens over 
21 years of ae Who can read and write. 
Under the old system of high property quall- 
fication the suff rasse was confined to about 
600, 000 persons in all Italy. Now. out of a 
male adult population of between five and six 
millions, it is probable that four millions can 
read and write, and therefore vote. In 
addition to this Change, the Purllament, un- 
disturbed and uninfluenced by the action 
ot France, has adopted the prinetple of seru- 
tin de liste, or voting by distriets, which will 
give the small tewns much more influence 
than they have had hitherto, and thus open 
a wider field for political work by the 
Church, which has little hope of accomplun- 
ing much in the large cities, especially in 
Northern Italy where the people ate pretty 
well educated. 

It is significant that at this time the Pope 
has substantially set aside the prohibition 
which forbids the Chureh to enter politics by 
addressing an eneyelſeal letter to all the 
Bishops lu Italy urging them to do all lu their 
power to strengthen the Church, y 
by the organization of societies ha vum that 
end in view; ahd that at the same time 
Duke Salviati, acting in concert with 
the Vatican, has dispatched a circular to 
the local committees of the Catholic Congress 
of Italy ordering them to see to if that the 
name of every Catholic entitled to vote is on 
the registers. ‘The Duke openly announces 
that his purpose is to aseertain the voting 
strength of the Ultramontane Varholics, or 
how many votes the Pupe can control in the 
issue to recover his political crown as King 
ot Rome. His object is to force the King of 
Italy out of lis present Capital and again set 
up the States of the Church in Ceutral Italy, 
with the Pope as the political monarch 
thereof. 

It may be assumed that hereafter the 
priests Will not abstain from politica, but 
that the entire machinery of the Vatican will 
be set to work to contro! the elections in the 
political interests of the Church. 

The struggle will now de a vitally um- 
portant one, for the Church will only go into 
it upon the issue of the restoration of its po- 
litical authority, and it therefore remains to 
be seen how the people of Italy stand upon 
this great question. In the southern part of 
the peninsula the Church has the most power. 
for the masses are far more illiterate there 
than in the northern provinces, and they 
may return a strong delegation to the Parlia- 
ment in faver of driving the King out of 
Rome; but in Northern Italy there will be a 
fierce and powerful opposition to the scheme. 
The contest will be watehed with great in- 
terest by other nations to see whether 
the people ot Italy, after the Govern- 
ment has conferred the franchise upon 
them, will use that power to strike 
a blow at the Government by restoring the 
temporal power to the Pope, and to block 
further progress towards republicanism. 
Even should this be acéomplished, however, 
it will not be without a long and desperate 
contest, while on the other hand there is the 
contingency that It may put a lastmg quiettis 
upon that unchristian pretension to the tem- 
poral power which Is opposed to the whole 
current of the world’s progress, The watch- 
words of the Liberals are: “Render unto 
Cesar the things that are Cwsar’s”: Wet the 
clericals attend to their spiritual duties, and 
the politicians manage poliiical affairs.”

REFORM IN ILLINOIS CR.MINAL PRO- 
CEDURE. 


The movement for the much needed re- 
form in Criminal-Coust practice in Lilinois 
has at last made some practical headway. 
Gov. Cullom Ras taken the first decided step. 
He has includedin the call for the special 
session of the Legislature the recommenda- 
tion that a commission be appointed to report 
to the next General Assembly a revision of 
the laws relating to criminal procedure, It 
is difficult to conceive that the Legislature 
will refuse to authorize the appointment of 
such a commission, and aetion at this time 
will save two years of the delay which would 
be unavuidabie if the subject were post- 
poned to the regular session of the next Leg- 
isiature. 

The creation of a commission for the revis- 
ion of the Criminal Code: is, under the cir- 
cumstances, probably the wisest method of 
proceeding. A commission composed of the 
proper lawyérs will be able to consult with 
the Judges and the prosecuting attorneys, go 
over the records which reveal the opportuni- 
ties now open fur the escape of criminals 
from justice, and make up a complete, con- 


tected against the ingenuity of sharp and in- 
triguing criminallawyers in defeating the 
State in punishing crime. The Legislature 
will be much better qualitied to consider such 
a bill in its entirety than te undertake the 
work in detail. Such a commission as Gov. 
Cullom suggests will probably tind an excel 
lent model in the Criminal Code of New York. 
which was agreed upon after due delivera- 
tion, and the operations of which they wilt 
have an opportunity to observe before they 
will be required to report. 

It is not necessary now to go over the 
manifold inefficiencies which attach to the 
present lame system of prousecuting crimi- 
nals. The enormous advantages enjoyed by 
the criminal class in the license for change 
of venue, postponements, straw bail after 
conviction pending a new trial, the quashing 
of indictments by reason ef technical flaws, 
appeals on law quibbles, making the jary 
the judge of the taw as well as the facts, and 
in numerous other defects of me present 
practice in the Criminal Conrts, have made 
it next to impossible to punish guilty men 
who have the money or influence to secure a 
shrewd attorney to invoke the delays of 
the law on flimsy pretexts. The large 
immunity thus extended to criminals has 
become a seandal which will Warrant 
the Legislature to proceed in the creation 
of a commission for the revision of 
the criminal laws without wasting any time 
in jaquiry. This projeet need not prolong 
the extra session a single day. In order, 
however, that the Legtisiature may not have 
an excuse for hegiecting the matter, if there 
Should be any disposition to do sv, the Goy- 
ernor's recommendation should be followed 
up by the efforts of the Chizens’ Association 
here, the Bar Associauons throughout the 
State, an expression of approval by the 
Judges ot the courts, and meniorials from the

To get rid of Bim, a railroad ticket was 
ordered purchased to take bimto bis home at 
the county's expense. In the first place be 
should never have been admitted to tme hos- 
pital; and in the second piace the committee 
made a mistake in paying any attention to his 
application, for, when taken charge of, be was 
neither a pauper nor a resident Of the county.

These new 
mills are located—three in Ohio, two in Maryland. 
two in New York, one in Michigan, one 
in Indiana, one in Minnesota, and one 
in Illinois (at Morris). The total consump- 
tion ot straw board in the United 
States for the year 1881 was 33,000 tons—an 
average of 110 tons per day. Thus it may easily 
be seen that when the mills now constructing 
are in operation there will be a considerable 
overproduction. During 1881 the producuon 
was Very much curtailed by a combinavon of 
circumstances. In some sections—nvutably the 
South—the high water worked disastrously, 
while East the shortage of water was the com- 
plaint. Ia IIlinois, Indiana, and Ohio 
many factor.es were almost compelied to sus- 
penu Operations because of the scarcity of 
siraw. 

The Dealers’ Association submitted to the 
manufacturers the follows: 

Rea Unammousty, that, in view of the 
unsatisfactory condition or the Krav board 
business the dealers, do hereby recommend that 
the straw-board manufacturers do linmediately 
reduce the price of strew $5 per ton.

SONS OF VERMONT. 

By inadvertence the eloquent remarks of Cot. 
A. N. Waterman at the banquet of the Sons of 
Vermont, Jan. F., were Omitted in the published 
proceedings of that occasion. They were made 
in reply to the address of the Governor of Ver- 
mont inviting the cooperation of Vermonters in 
Chicago and the West in the eréction of the pro- 
posed monument to commemorate the battle of 
Bennington. They are now published at the re- 
quest of the Committee on Subscriptions. As 
the Victory of Gen. Stark and the “Green 


Mountain Boys” at Bennington, Aug. 16, 1777, 
was one of the most brilliagt and important in 
the annais of the American Kevoiution, it is not 
surprising that Vermonters, wherever they are, 
should be desirous to hand down to posterity u 
werthy memorial of the character and achieve- 
ments of a noble ancestry. Col. Waterman spoke 
as follows: 

“Over the 8 u youth, who fell at Ther- 
mopyla# was érected a monument bearing the 
inscription, Go, stranger, and tell at Sparta 
that we died here in obedience to her laws.“ It 
is proposed to erect at Bennington a monument 
which shall teil toages yet to come, of those who 
fought and died there, in obedience to the dic- 
tate which bids men be tree. 

“The battie of Bennington was a people's con- 
test and a people's victory, fought and won by 
an undisciplined band, summoned to arms by no 
call save the love of country and liberty; and it 
is fit and proper that it should be commemorated 
by a monument, built with offerings bestowed in 
the same spirit and with the same giadness that 
moved our fathers there to do and die that 
freedom migbt 

Not unto all men is the privilege given of 
ae the battie’s front, and striking, amid 
the ciash of arms, good biows for the rights of 
man; but in some way, and at some time, comes 
to all the opportunity of pas bee A their love of 
country and liberty, their admir n of heroic 
deeda, and their determination to preserve that 
which the patriotism of the past hus given to 
them. So we tender to the people of Vermont 
our thanks for the privilege they open to us, of 
1 upon an altar of liberty testimoniais

may in any manner be played for, uuder the 


penalty of not less than $25 for each and every 


offease. 
It would appear to the casual observer that 


under the above section even a manufacturer 


of gaming implements might be fined for hav- 
ing them in his jon even before the paint 
gotdry. But the gambiers are not presented 
under this section, and Cupt. Buckley explains 
it in this way: 

The only way to get into a gambling-house is 
through the agency of a search- warrant, which 
must be issued under the statutes, and not 
under the municipal code. The lice 
cannot force their way into a gambiing- house 
because the higher courts have decided such a 
proceeding to be illegal; and the police cannot 
“slip in because they are always spotted 
by a trusty doorkeeper, who bolts the doors and 
sounds the alarm. So, as the police admit their 
inability to get into a gambling-house for the 
purpose of prosecuting the proprietors under 
the city ordinances, they have to 

RESORT TO A SEARCH-WARRANT 
and the State laws. 

Now, the statute under which Dowling and pe 
others were prosecuted for having gaming im- 
plements in their possession reads: 

“ Whoever keeps or suffers to be kept any 
tables or other apparatus for the purpose of 
playing at any game or sport for money or any 
Other vaiuabie thing shall be üned.“ etc., ete, 

It_is possible that Mr. Dowling wanted his 
roulet-table back in order that he might use it 
as a dining-tabte, the smoothly-runaing wheel 
in the centre of which might be converted 
into a stauonary castor. No one, how- 
ever, supposes that a roulet-wheel is used 
for any otber than an unlawful purpose. And 
yet Justice Wallace, by the advice of Col. Cam- 
eron, ordered ail of this property to be restored. 
HE EXPLAINED HIS INTERPRETATION OF 

THE LAW 
in the premises as follows: 

The law provided for the punishment of any 
person having iu bis or ber possession any table 
or other apparatus for the purpose of playing at 
any game for money, ete. Under that av the 
Brunswick & Balke Company, if manu- 
facturers of gaming implements, could 
not be punished. They only kept 
the implements for sale, and held them as prop- 
erty. hen the police entered Mr. Dowiing’s 
piace they did not find any games in progress; 
80 why should they confiscate his property * 
more than they should confiscate Brunswick 
Balke’s? Again, Mr. Dowlimg swore that after 


the order of the Mayor be had not run any 


game—that he had acted in good faith, and 
should not be despoiled of bis property after no 
longer keeping it tor gaming purposes. 

All this shows that in Order to make out a case 
the police must first get out a search- warrant, 
go to the gambiers’ door and rap for admission, 
and be let in soon enough to see the game going 
on. But the police always find the doors locked, 
and the men insideare, of course, too sharp to 
continue agame when they knew the coppers 
are outside waiting tO make a case against 
them. It is but the work of a moment 
tor the cards and chips to be hustied into a side- 
board and to cover up the tables. Then — 
police are allowed to enter, but they find onl 
much property —Just such property 
they couid find by stroiling through certain man- 
ufacturing establisaments, 

TEE PROPER PLAN FOR THE POLICE 

PURSUE 

is the one which was in vogue in 1872 and.1873, 
and which proved a thorough success. lu those 
ddys when gambling implements were captured 
they were immediately destroyed. The faro- 
tables, roulet-wheels, chi boxes, furniture 
of all kinds, cheap and costly, were taken to the 
Central Station and —.— up or burned. This 
course was pursued urder legal advice—the ad- 
vice of the then Corporation Counsel, whose le- 
gai acqufrements have since won him a position 
upon the bench. Prior to that time tne gam- 
biers, after their implements were seized, were 
in the habit of replevying them, and, to avoid 
this, the policy of destruction was resorted to, 
with gratifying success. When it was first start- 
ed the gambiers talked loudly of bringing suits 
against the city authorities to recover damages, 
but, although property worth $15,000 or more 
was knocked to pleces or made ftire-wood of, no 
suits were ever brought. It was an at- 
tempt at biuffing which proyed unsuccessful. 
So why do not the city authorities resort 
to the same policy now? Dowling’s gaming im- 
plements were seized and taken to the Central 
Station at baif-past 1 o'clock at night. Had 
they been destroyed that night, it would have 
been unnecessary for Mr. Dowling to bring a re- 
plevin suit in one Justice court and to attend a 
trial in another. The case would bave been set- 
tiled then and there. He would, of course, have 
been irritated by the loss of his property, but he 
never would have brought any suit against the 
city authorities, knowing very well that, under 
the circumstances, no jury in Cook County 
would bave given a verdict in bis favor. 

That which the city authorities, or rether the 
Police Justices, 

DO NOT SEEM TO PERCEIVE 
is the differenee between the man Dowling, who 
has been running a gaming establishment in 
this city for years, and the manufacturer of 
gvaming implements, or the man who has them 
for sale, or the pawnbroker in whose possession 
they may chance to be as pledges. It would 
certainly have been difficult to show that on 
the night that Dowling’s roulet-wheel was seized 
it was in use, but it dad been in use for 
years. It had been born and brought up 
as a gaming implement, and the police and 
everybody else knew it. The past record of Mr. 
Dowling as a gambler and a user of gambling 
implements was such that the Justice ought to 
have forced bim to prove by something beyond 
his own testimony that the implements were 
not used for gaming purposes. An babitual, 
notorious gambier must prove himself innocent. 
He must not call on the city te prove him guiity. 


THERE WAS ANOTHER CASE. 


Lawler and Smith were arrested on the cha 

of running a gaming establishment. The 
police, listening outside in the alley before the 
patrol-waron was called, heard the rattling of 
checks. After the wagon came, as they were 
ringing the bell for admittance, they heard the 
same sound. When, after a little delay, the 
got in, the checks and cards had u remove 
to the sideboard, but the furniture in the room 
and the looks of the occupants gave evidence 
that these cards and these checks had been in 
use; yet, notwithstanding all bis, and notwith- 
ing the presence of two notorious mbiers in 
the room, the Justice saw fit to discharge all 
hands. Ot course, under circumstances like 
these, it becomes difficuit for the police, if they 
do not resort to the smashing-up process, to do 
‘anything with the gambiers who stil: continue 
operations. It l, therefore, become neces- 
sary for them to adopt 


ANOTHER LINE OF POLICY 


which will secure them better testimony. Some 
one of the policemen from the outlyimg stations 
must work his way into a gaming-house as a 
green hand, and either be there when the raid 
occurs, or leave so short a time before it does 
i that his testimony canvoot be impeached. 
nst the positive oath of one man who saw 
gaming going on, the oaths of a million gam- 
blers that there was none of course will notavail. 
It is so long since the police have done any- 
thing in the way of raiding gam. estab 
ments that they are naturally a little awkward 
about it. They have forgotten 1 methods of 
other days, but it probabiy will not take long, 
witb a little instruction from the sewspapers, to 
become almost as eflicient as their 
Mr. Clinger, by the way, who is Clerk at the
